The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must sppear in. person at. the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or" Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 aores, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In ceftain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-sectkon along-side his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
papent, on certain conditions. 

settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
cligsed homestead in certain districts 
Prich $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
hoyge worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

WAR BY MOTOR 


\An Important and Striking Feature in 
Present Strife 


One of the most striking features 
of the present war is the great part 
which motor traction is playing. The 
motor bus carries troops to the 
trenches; commanders move from 
point to point in the fighting line in 
their motor cars; practically all trans- 
port is done by motor from the rail- 
heads to the fighting line; guns are 
moved by motor; there are motor am- 
butances and motor kitchens, while 
the despatch rider of to-day is no long- 
er the dashing cavalryman, but the 
goggled motor cyclist, who whizzes 
along the roads at thirty to forty 
miles an hour. 

One of the motor novelties of the 
war is the motor distillery, in which 
vast quantities of water are sterilized 
{nstantaneously, and provide the 
troops with an abundance of perfectly 
pure drinking water. These may be 
said to run alongside the motor Kkit- 
chens, while the motor. repairing 
workshop, that runs on wheels, is 
ready to go anywhere and every- 
where when a breakdown in guns or 
engineering equipment necessitates 
its aid. 

Perhaps the most wonderful of 
these up-to-date war motor contrivan- 
ces is the motor plough, which is 
largely used by Germans. This plough 
cuts a trench a yard in length, in 
width, and in depth in the space of 
one minute. In the Battle of the 
Marne fifteen of these ploughs wero 
fourd abandoned by their owners in 
the hurry and confusion of the mem. 
orable retreat. And they have since 
been utilized by the allies to great 
purpose. Under favorable conditions 
the motor plough can cut 100 yards 
of trenches in a single hour, throwing 
up the soil on one side to form a ram- 
part above the gap. This machine 
does the work, therefore, of 200 men, 
and can, f course, be kept going 
night and day. 


ENOS AN ANCIENT TOWN 


Stopping Place on Road to Constan- 
ople Mentioned In Homer's “Iliad” 
The rocky ridge of Enos where the 

allies landed croops in the course of 

their operations against the Dardan- 
elles, is a backdoor way to the ancient 
city on the Golden Horn. It -ies 
about 155 miles west of Constantin- 
ople, upon the Gulf of Enos, in the 
northeast Aegean Sea. Thirty miles 
away is the northern shore of the 

Gallipol! Peningula. ’ 

Enos, insignificant, built on a rock 
ledge, and surrounded by _ broad 
marshes, becomes of unusual interest 
to the world in its new character as 
a base of land operations against the 
physical heart of the Ottoman Em- 
pire. The respectable antiquity of 
the town is attested by mention in 
Homer's “Iliad.” Formerly, Enos was 
a trading port of some importance, 
but it has lately lost much of its ex 
port to the ..djacent scaport of Dedea.- 
gatch. Its export which it retains to- 
day ig due to its positlo:. on the 
Maritza River, the great water high 
way from adrianople, eighty miles in- 
land, to the sea. 

The population of Enos is largely 
Greek seafarers, commission dealers 
and merchants. It numbered tn 1905 
about 8,000. The first part of the 
way from Enos toward Constantin- 
ople is through a level country, but 
the broken, mountainous regions be- 
gin long before the Bosphorus is

Chicago, August 21.—Meat scarcity 
does not include pork, of which 
there is superabundance, although 
the consumer has had scant oppor:

Hogs are actually cheap, 
although packers advance the claim 
that they are not worth the mioney 
they cost. High prices in recent 
years has furnished incentive for in 
creased production, and the country 
is literally full of pigs, while al) 
ntarkets are deluged with the ‘sows 
that produced them. 

As an avenue of wealth, hog rais- 
ing is somewhat discredited. Put- 
ting weight on porcino backs is ex- 
pensive, especially when corn costs 
75c or better, and in the west big 
packing stock has not been worth 


more than $5.50 per ewt. in the feed 
lot recently. Packers are threaten- 
ing a low market, all next winter, 
unless Uncle Sam succeeds in re 
opening war-closed European outlets, 
and producers are ‘discouraged.

Have to Put up With it—Mother- 
In-law Rules Average House 


While the life of Turkish women 
is no longer that of female slaves to 
arrogant, polygamous husbands—for 
they have made great progress to- 
wards a more free and emancipated 
life during the last few years—they 
still seem coritent to adhere to various 
Manners and customs which, in the 
Past, have had so much to do with 
Turkey’s general deterioration. The 
Imperial harem, for instance, in spite 
of certain changes and certain. privi- 
leges accorded to the- Imperial Otto- 
man Princes and Princesses, still re- 
mains a harem in the real sense of the 
word—part of an Oriental house ex- 
clusively kept for the use of women. 

Across its threshold no man may 
enter, and one gathers some idea of 
the still somnolent character of ‘Turk- 
ish women from the fact that although 
the inmates of the harem are always 
asked four times at the end of each 
“year whether they would like to marry 
and leave, they invariably prefer to 
remain. ‘And yet,” Says Miss Grace 
Ellison, in “An Englishwoman in a 
Turkish Harem” “not one of these 
women seem in the least to feel their 
slavery, and no doubt they would turn 
their backs in horror on the ugly, un- 
protected existence.of some of the 
women of my country.” 

The Witty Pasha 

Polygamy, according to Miss Elll- 
son, does not exist nowadays in Tur- 
key, or at least it is very exceptional. 
Even many members of the Imperial 
family content themselves with one 
wife. The reason for this is only 
too obvious. “When four wives meant 
to their possessor four tillers of the 
land,” said a witty pasha, “there was 
some sense in polygamy, but not when 
they buy their dresses at Paquin’s!” 

One of the strangest phases of Turk- 
ish married life concerns the position 
of mother-in-law. “I know no Turk- 
ish’ wife,” says the authoress, “who 
does not live either with her husband's 
or her own parents. Some parents 
make it a stipulation before consent- 
ing to their daughter's marriage that 
she shall still:live with them, and 1 
have met some parents who have re- 
fused good marriages for thd¢ir daugh- 
ters simply because they could not 
allow them to leave their home. The 
Turkish motherurges her son to marry 
a@s soon as possible. He marries be 
fore he can even keep himself. His 
family sees nothing extraordinary in 
the fact that they Have not only to 
keep him, but his wife and family.” 

All-powerful 

The mother-in-law, apparently, is 

all-powerful in the Turkish household. 
It is she who is the head of the house, 
who sits in the place of honor, who 
4s first greeted, who gives permission 
to do such and such a thing, and who 
is called by her daughter-in-law Han- 
oum Effendi (honored lady). 
“In regard to the choice of a hus- 
band, it is interesting to note that tho 
Turkish woman now demands, at any 
rate, the privilege of talking with the 
man she is to live with before her 
fate is signed and sealed. “She does 
not have the opportunity,” says Miss 
Bllison, “of knowing him as we Eng- 
lishwomen know our future husbands, 
but she can at least Know whether he 
will ‘get on her nerves,’ in which case 
she refuses to marry him. Judging, 
however, as she still does, by instinct, 
she generally chooses at least a man 
whose physical appearance pleases 
her. Many women, however, have 
owned to me that they accepted their 
husbands not with any feeling of 
gratitude or delight, but rather with 
one of profound thankfulness’ that 
they were no worse. 


TRANSPORT SHIPS 


Since the outbreak of the war trans- 
port vessels with their freight of 
troops, guns, and provisions Lave 
steamed to and fro across the Chan- 
nel with the regularity of clockwork. 
Hundreds of ships were commandcer- 
ed for this purpose, cargo boats, 
cattle boats, steamers, and emigrant 
vessels being pressed into service. 
Fach transport was fitted so as (to 
carry horses, guns, motor cars, aero- 
planes, and he hundred-a:d-one ne- 
cessities of war. Great cranes 2n the 
quay side hoist the guns, with cheir 
waterproof covers, on to the transport, 
and they are firmly stacked in tho 
hold with other heavy objects where 
weight does not perceptibly interfere 
with the balance of the chip. When 
possible, horses are led on to the 
transports through covered-in gang- 
ways, but those who prove vicious are 
coaxed into a wooden cage and are 
slung on board by cranes. Each horse 
on the vessel is placed In a narrow 
stall only 2 feet 5 inches in width. 
It is not possible for the animal to 
lic down in !is narrow prison, so, to 
provide the horse with some means 
of resting his legs, a canvas sling like 
a hammock is placed under his body. 
On this the animal can rest his whole 
weight and can sleep without falling. 

The captrin of a transport has to 
convey the troops on board safely to 
their destination, and there his re: 
sponsibility ends. The feeding vf the 
soldiers is in the hands of the Govern- 
ment, who supply the food and dvink 
necessary for men and horses during 
ths voyage. <A military commander 
sails with every transport and con- 
trols the troops. In the present war 
the troop transports cast off from the 
English shore with little excitement 
or fuss. There Is no shricking of 
sirens, playing of bands, or crowds 
or hand-waving friends to give tho 
ships a “send-off,” as was the case 
in the South African War, when voy- 
ages considerably longer than that 
that across the Channel had to be 
negotiated,

PREPARING TO SMASH THE GERMAN HOSTS 


Situation on Eastern Frontier 


is Compared to That in 1914 


When Germans Were Defeated at Marne—Grand Duke 
Nicholas Believed to be Only Awaiting Favorable Oppor- 
tunity to Strike Great Blow—Russians Are Conserving 
Ammunition While Germans Are Wasting Theirs. 


Petrograd, August 28.—While no 
official statemment can be expected, it 
Seems certain the next general 
Russian ‘stand will be made on a 
line extending from Tiga, through 
Dainsk, Vilna, Lida, Barnovitschi, 
Plinsk and along the Pripet river to 
Rovno. Thence, it will extend to 
Bessarabia.

| Petrograd, August 27.—Russian 
jmilitary experts predict a sudden 
blow by Grand Duke Nicholas after 
the Austro-German armies have ad- 
vanced far enough into Russtan ter- 
ritory to prevent their escape if de- 
cisively beaten. 


None attempt to say where this 
blow will be struck, but they com- 


pare the situation with that of the 


allies in 1914 when the Germans met 
defeat on the river Marne. 

“One might expect,’”’ says the mili- 
tary critic of the Bourse Gazette, 
i today,, “that the loss of our great- 
est fortresses would cause dismay 
‘at the war office. On the contrary, 
the men responsible for the succeds- 
ful conduct of the conftict never ap- 
peared more optimistic. 

“This can lead to but one beliei— 
that the Russian armies, successfully 
‘withdrawn from the traps set by the 
and his commander, are 
awaiting only the favorable moment 
to strike their blow, which will up- 
set all the Teutonic scherres.”’ 

The Novoe Vremya’s expert takes 
a similar view of the situation. He 
gives assurance that the replenishing 
of the municipal stores is proceed- 
ing with such rapidity that within a 
month the Kussian armies will be in 
a position to act aggressively and 
surprise the hostile armies which 
“hope to strike fear into the heart 
of Russia and force this country into 
an ignominious peace. 

“It is the enemy who is wasting 
his ammunition now,” he continues, 
“the Russians are conserving theirs. 
The result can easily be foreseen. 
Germany had hoped to shatter the 
Russian army. That hope has been 
blasted. Our forces will emerge from 
‘this ordeal stronger than ever  be- 
fore. The Russian morale cannot be 
terrified.’’

On Vancouver Island a coal strike 
had been waged for a long period, 
but this was formally called off at tho 
outbreak of the war. In March last 
thé agreement between the Western 
Coal Operators’ Association and the 
United Mine Workers of America in 
the Fernie-Lethbridge district ter- 
minated and for the first time on re- 
cord was renewed without any inter- 
ruption of work. 
A Unique Situation. 


The situation in Canada in these 
matters is the more remarkable and 
the more satisfactory’when it is real- 
ized that in countries where, as ir 
Great Britain and Germany for in- 
stance, war conditions are more acute 
than in Canada, disputes of the grav- 
est nature have from time to time 
flamed up. The United States, too, 
although free from the evil of actual 
war, has been profoundly affected by 
the situation in Europe. Press re- 
ports do not indicate that the stren- 
uous times through which we are 
passing have materially eased the 
tension between capital and labor, 
and the past few months have seen 
many dangerous and difficult strikes, 
with violent disturbances in not a few 
cases. Canada seems in fact fortun- 
ately unique in its comparative free- 
dom from strikes. 

Co-operation of Unions. 

The officials of the Labor Depart- 
ment bear cordial witness to the gen- 
erous and energetic co-operation of 
officials of labor unions in preventing 
and settling labour troubles. With- 
out departing from the principles of 
trades unionism they have given an 
excellent support to the Labor De- 
partment in preventing industrial dis- 
ruption during the war. The returns 
also show that besides reservists of 
different countries, the-trades unions 
have furnished thousands of enlisted 
men, and in every case the man who 
has gone on active service has been 
exempted from penalties in the way 
of dues or insurance. 


LIMITED BOUNTY IS 
PUT ON REFINED ZINC 


Government Takes Steps to Ensure 
Supply in Canada. 


An important step has been taken 
by the Government.which will give 
on impetus to the refinement of zinc 
in Canada and serve the purpose of 
ensuring a’supply ‘to the Canadian 
Shell Committee for the manufacture 
of shells. The Government has de- 
cided to grant a limited bounty not 
exceeding two cents per pound und 
not payable until the end of the war. 
The total amount of the bounty will 
not exceed four hundred thousand 
dollars.

Before the outbreak of. the war 
zinc sold at about eight cents per 
pound. Since that time the price has 
risen steadily until now it ig forty 
cents and grave fears were enter- 
tained that the supply might bo cut 
off, as at present the sources of sup- 
ply lie outside of Canada. It was 
therefore necessary that there should 
be a Canadian supply, but Canadian 
producers were unwilling to go to the 
large expense of installing refineries 
unless insured against the fall of zine 
prices, which 1s inevitable after the 
close of the war. A committee of the 
Government, under the chairmanship 
of Hon. W. T. White, has been work- 
ing on the su: ject and has decided to 
offer a limited bounty as follows:
